COLORADO GOAL WAR 
WILL SE GALLED OFF 
DECIDE UNION HEADS 


Striking Miners Will Return to W ork 
Under Pres. W ilson’s Suggested 
Three Year Peace Plan. 


DENVER, Col., Dee. 7.— The Colorado coal strike w ill be declared 
off tom orrow m orning. 
After a conference with the international executive officers o f the 
United Mine W orkers of Am erica, President John McLennan of D istrict 
No. 15 of that organization, at noon today announced that a resolution 
would be offered to the special convention of the Colorado m iners here 
in effect taking such action. 
The resolution will set forth th a t the Colorado strikers will return 
to work under the term s of the three year peace plan outlined by Presi­ 
dent W ilson som e tim e ago, and will demand that the Seth Low m edia­ 
tion com m ittee recently nam ed by tlpc chief executive enforce the term s 
the term s of that proposal. 
McLennan said the officials expect the delegates from the various 
local unions of the district to vote to go back to work under the term s 
of the plan. 
He declared the ten t co lo n ie s established by the union a year 
ago, w ill not be broken up at once, 
but that all the persons in those col­ 
onies will be taken care of by the international union until such tim e as 
they are otherw ise provided for. 
T h is action was decided upon by the 
miners* officials, because of dem ands m ade on the national organization 
by the Ohio strikers who are facing a fight sim ilar to that which has 
been waged in this state. 
Officials of the United Mine W orkers w ere reluctant to discuss the 
proposed action in advance of the presentation of the resolution to the 
convention. 
One of them indicated the resolution would not specifically 
call off the strike but would, in effect, have that result. 
lf the national adm inistration does not com pel the operators to ac­ 
cept the three year truce plan, it was said, the burden w ould be up to 
the adm inistratnon. 
W hat xviii be done if the three year truce is not enforced w as not 
discussed by the m iners' officials.
